Talks to an Enthusiastic Crowd at Frank- 
fort, Ky. 

FRANKFORT, Ky., May 7.—[Special. |—This 
was anti-Breckimridge day in Frankfort, and 
if the expression heard on all sides was a 
criterion of the feeling of the district the sil- 
ver · tongued orator will be snowed under 
by a majority which will preserve the honor 
of Old Kentucky in terms that cannot be 
misunderstood. W. C. Owens, by invita- 
tion of the Owens club of this city, addressed 
an enthusiastic crowd of 2,500 people, 500 
of whom at least were ladies.

It Is Part of a Pian to Bring Public 
‘Schools and Chicago University Closer 
‘Together and to Establish a College 
Preparatory Course in the Former 
Higher Education to Be Begun with 
Younger Children=Some Opinions on 
the Subject. 
President Harper of the Chicago University 
will be nominated by Mayor Hopkins to fill 
one of the positions on the School Board 
soon to be made vacant. His name will figure 


in the list which will be sent to the Council 
the first Monday in July when the terms of 


seven of the present members of the board 
will expire. The idea of the Mayor is to es- 
tablish a close and intimate connection be- 
tween the public school system of the city and 
the University of Chicago. Itis not known 
that DN Harper will accept, but the Mayor has 
good reason to believe he will. The appoint- 
ment has been discussed among the friends of 
the Mayor, and they all urge it. They say 
the appointment would have un excellent 
effect upon the schvols and would havea 
tendency tg stimulate those pupils who are 
preparing for college. 

For some time a committee of the Board of 
Education has been at work on a new course 
of study for the high schools. It is the in- 
tention to make this a college preparatory 
course, and the members of the School com- 
mittee in charge of the work have been in 
consultation with some of the university pro- 
fessors on the subject. The idea is to merge 
the whole educational plan of Chicago into 
one great system with the University of Chi- 
cago as the apex. So pleased was President 
Harper with the idea that he offered twelve 
free scholarships in the university, which are 
to be open to pupils taking this course in Chi- 
cago’s public schools. His appointment to a 
position on the School Board is in the nature 
of a recognition of this gift. 

Two months ago C. S. Thornton of the 
Board of Edueation introdueed a resolution 
creating a college preparatory course of 
study. The matter has been under consider- 
ation by the Committee on School Man 
agement and High Schodls and also by 
the Assistant Superintendents of Schools, 
all of whom have _ inftlorsed it. The 
proposed course hus’ been submitted to Dr. 
Harper, who heartily recommends its -adop- 
tion. 

Proposed Course of Study. 


The proposed course of study is as follows, 
the period to be six years: 


Sixth class--Latin, English, arithmetic and ge- 
ometry, American history and geography, pen- 
mahship and drawing, physiology and hygiene. 

Fifth class—Latin, English, Algebra and ge- 
ométry, American history, Elements of Botany, 
ponmanship und drawing, German or French. 

Fourth Class—Latin, English, Algebra and Ge- 
ometry, Arithmetic, with applications of Geom- 
etry, American History and Civics, French or 
German, Elements of Geology, Drawing. 

C Third Class—Latin, English, including Mythol- 
ogy. French or German. Gresk, Plane Geometry, 
Drawing. Elements of Chemistry. 

Second Class—Latin, English, Greek, French 
or German, Grecian and Roman History, Solid 
Geometry, Plane Trigonometry and Review Al- 
gebra, Drawing. . 

First Class—-Latin, French or German, Greek, 
English, Physics, English and American History.

The course 
will place the graduate of our schools upon an 


-equality with those seeking admission to col- 


leges from any school in the country. It will 
give the student a more systematic and thor- 
ough training for college work than he gets at 
present. The school will open for the recep- 
tion of pupils next September. There will 
probably be three divisions, one on each 
side of the river. 

Is it the intention to fit pupils only for 
the University of Chicago? 

Not at all. Of course, we hope that the 
twelve scholarships offered by President 


Harper will turn the current in that direction, 


but a pupil who takes this new course will, I 
hold, be fitted to enter any college in the 
country. 

Does this plan contemplate the erection 
of new school buildings?“ 

No. There is room in the buildings we 
have. Instead of a room or rooms being 
given up to the grammar school they will be 
used for the College Preparatory School.“ 

Win the University of Chicago accept a 
certificate from the Board of Education, 
showing that one of its pupils has passed this 
examination, as an equivalent to its own 
entrance examination“ 

„That is a matter that has to be discussed 
with the faculty. I believe it will accept our 
certificate as 4 N to its own examina-

The complaint alleges 
that, as the defendants are all common car- 
riers, if their property and business 
were levied. on by the - Treasurers 
the interests of the public; would 
be greatly | jeopardized. and it is 
accordingly represented that it is necessary 
for the court to appoint receivers for ali. of 
them until the questions are adjudicated. The 
claims are: The Western Union Telegraph 
company, 875000; the United States Express 
company, $8,000; the Adams Express com- 
pany, $20,000; the Postal Telegraph com- 
pany, $5,000; the Pullman Palace Car com- 
pany, $15,000; the Wagner Palace.Car.com- 
pany, $8,000; the American Express com- 
pany, $15,000; and the Ceatral Union Tele- 
phone company, $20,000. It is understood 
the companies will defend on the grounds of 
the invalidity | of the tax law/of 1893. The

PLEDGES TO THE INDIANS ARE BROKEN. 


Judge Parker Scores the Government’ in a 
Jury Address. | 
Fort Sith, Ark., May 7.—Judge Parker, 
who presides over the Federal Court at this 
point, which hay jurisdiction over the Indian 
Territory, said to the grand jury today: 
The Government of the United States has 
made many pledges to the Indians which have 
never been redeemed. When ‘these people 
were removed tothe Territory the govern- 
ment said to them: ‘Not only will we give 
you farms and homes in fee simple, but we 
will protect you in your rights. We! wili give 
you every protection against lawlessness: we 
will see that every refugee, every bandit, 
every murderer that comes iuto your country 
is put out. Not one of these pledges has ever 
been kept.“ |

FEAR CONTROL OF UNIVERSITY MAY PASS. 


Baptist Ministers Warned to Not Question 
a Brother's Faith Too Quickly. 

The religious atmosphere of the University 
of Chicago is causing some Baptist divines 
much udeasiness. Among them is Dr. H. A. 
Delano of Evanston, who took occasion yes- 
terday morning at the weekly conference of 
Baptist ministers to caution his brethren lest 
the institution should pass out of the. Baptist 
control. The university’s orthodoxy came up 
at the end of a discussion of Dr. Delano's 
paper—the feature of the meeting—on The 
Higher Criticism of the Bible,” in which 
a publication entitled None Like It.“ writ- 
ten by Dr. Joseph Parker of London, was 
reviewed. Dr. Delano in closing the discus- 
sion of his paper said: “I have observed 
with much regret through the columns of the 
daily press that so much bickering is being in- 
dulged in and that the brethren of this con- 
ference are engaged in criticising those of our 
faith whom we ail should dearly love and ven- 
erate. A few days ago one of the brethren of 
the conference came to meand prophesied 
that in a short time the Chicago University 
would pass out of the hands of the 
Baptists under the turn things are taking. 
Brethren, I exhort youto patience. Itisa 
difficult matter to exactly define heresy in the 
Baptist faith. I tell you, brethren, that the 
Baptist denomination needs wisdom. If we 
do not acquire it soon we will reap the fruits 
of our folly. The university will pass from 
our control into the hands of other denpmina- 
tions if weare not more careful.” After he 
had concluded there were a number of those 
present who rose in defense of the old school 
theology. It was said by some that by the 
time every higher eritie had disparaged 
his particular portion there would be but a 
fragmentary Bible left. It was also con- 
tended that ministers who are given to doubt- 
ing any part of the scriptures should not 
make known the doubt, as theeffect upon 
those whose faith was not firm was bad. 

The Rev. J. M. Thoburn, Bishop of India 
and Malaysia tor the Methodist Church, ad- 
dressed the weekly meeting of the Methodist 
ministers on the subject of missions in India. 
He said there were 284,000,000 people in 
India proper, and With the other countries 
generally included under the name the num- 
bet is swelled to 825.000,000. Among these 
the Methodist Episcopal Church has s. con- 
ferences, made up of groups of missions, some 
of which were educational, some evangelistic, 
some industrial, and some literary. The 
mission work included common and high 
schools and one college for women, the oniy 
one in all Asia. In 1890 the church had 
9,000 converts. and the work continued to 
grow until fifty converts are baptized every 
day. By request Bishop Thoburn replied to 
an article in the Moy Forum written by Vir- 
chand A. Ghandi, the native of India who was 

rominent at the Religious Congress held 
— duri the World's Fair. The article 
wus entitled „Why Christian Missions Have 
Failed in India.” Bishop Thoburn said 
Ghandi did not kaow what be was talking 
about. He denied that missions had failed in 
any respect, and declared that on the contrary 
the work in India had increased greatly. He 
did not approve of Salvation Army methods 
mn India, A resolution was passed requesting 
him to reply to the article. ehh

At a Meeting of the Committees Havieg 
the Drafting in Charge an Alteration 
Is Made in the Conditions of Member- 
ship in Class Number One=A Change 
in the Brokerage Rules Is Also Dis- 
cussed=Effect of the New lIewa Law 
Relating te Colnsurance. + 
The committee having in charge the work 
of drafting the new board constitution held a 
meeting yesterday afternoon and decided not 
to call together the agents and managers for 
action on the constitution this week. Various 
points in the new rules and regulations which 
have been criticised were discussed, and the 
subcommittee appointed to secure the signa- 
tures of prospective members reported prog- 
ress. A change in one of the points which 
has been most sharply criticised was recom- 
mended. This is in reference to the sole 
agency eligibility to class No. 1 membershi 
The alteration proposed provides that all 
local agents having the sole representatio. of 
at least one company, who siga the new con- 
stitution before June 1. shall be considered 
chartet members. It by any misfortune or 
change they subsequently lose their sole agen- 


cies they will still retain their privileges and 


standing as members of the first class. This 
will cover the objections of a number of 
prominent agents and managers, and it is easy 
to see where by a little temporary juggling of 
small sole agency representations all the pres- 
ent agents can be let in on the ground floor 
of the new board. A company might be 
found accommodating enough to make a tem- 
porary change in its representation to let in 
some agent who would promise to turn his 
business in its direction. 

The advisability of making a change in the 
brokerage rules was discussed to some extent. 
Another meeting of the Committee of Four- 
teen will be held Friday. 

The local agents who are opposed to the 
new constitution on general or special grounds 
will hold a meeting tomorrow to consider 
their interests in the change.

EFFECT OF THE NEW IOWA LAW. 


Companies Provide an Equivalent fof the 
Coinsurance Clause. 

It is understood that Local Board Commis- 
sion No. 2 has notified the inspectors and 
agents in the State of Iowa to add to 
rates a charge for deficiency of insurance in 
every case where the assured does not and will 
not agree to procure and keep good insurance 
to the extent of 75 per cent of the value of 
his buildings and stocks. This will apply to 
all mercantile and manufacturing risks of 
over $10,000. The action was made neces- 
sary on account of the enactment ofa law 

rohibiting the use of the coinsurance clause 
n fire insurance policies. It is based on the 
theory that the owners will carry. about 80 
per cent in insurance, and is considered 
equitable by managers. The Local Board 
Commission agreed on the change at its last 
meeting, but decided to advise with the four 
inspectors of the State at Davenport, Cedar 
Rapids, Des Moines, and Council Bluffs as to 
the proper deficiency charge.

No one will ques- 
tion the eminent fitness of the prospective ap- 
pointee and that his membership in the School 
Board would redound to the benefit of the 
public schools. It would mean a connection

proved of stich great advantage to both. 
Such a connection would have a stimulating 
and elevating effect.on the school system. 
would tend to raise the standards of the teach- 
ing force and of education. It is to be hoped 
that Mayor Hopkins will make the appoint- 
ment and that President Harper will see his 
way to accepting the same. 


PLATFORM OF THE ILLINOIS PROHIBI- 
TIONISTS. 

The Drys of Illinois have held their State 
convention and ha ve adopted a platform. It 
is an interesting production, because it shows 
how the Prohibitionists are’ enlarging their 
original creed and are endeavoring to gain 
votes by borrowing the doctrines of other 
cranky organizations. The Illinois Prohibi- 
tionist platform of 1886 had ten paragraphs, 
seven of which related to the sale of liquor, 
one related to Sunday observance, one favored 
woman suffrage, and another ‘‘reverently 
acknowledged 
Almighty God,” 

The platform adopted last week has four- 
teen paragraphs. two of which have to do 
with Hquor- Most of the other demands 


votes of Populists. The Illinois Drys say that 
they favor the free an l unlimited coinage of 
gold and silver, the product of the mines of 
the United States. They want no more gov- 
ernment bonds issued in time of peace, 
even for the purpose of securing the stability 
of the currency of the country, They are 
ready to bring the United States down to a 
monometallie silver basis if thereby they can 
get votes for State prohibition. 

The Drys also want all means of public 
transportation and communication managed 
for the benefit of all the people and not for 
the profit of private corporations only, To 
this end they should be controlled by the gov- 
ernment.”’ As to the manner of securing this 
control they have no suggestions to make. 
They do not say whether that contro! is to be 
acquired by confiscation or purchase, and if 
by g urchase how the money is to be raised. 
This demand is a bid for the votes of 
those Populists whe think the United States 
should print billions of worthless scrip and 
force the owners of the railroads and tele- 
graphs to take it for their properties. 

On the tariff the platform is non-committal, 
Its authors were unwilling to take ground in 
favor of free trade or of protection. There- 
fore they urge the appointment of 7. non- 
rtisan commission ou revenue, Whose 


from time to time such “ changes in tariff 
laws as may become necessary.” This is 
merely dodgmg the question. The contro- 
versy between free trade and protection can- 
not be settled by creating a ‘non-partisan 
commission to make recommendations. A 
Democratic Congress would reject them if 
they were protective in their nature. A Re- 
publican Congress would not adopt them if 
they leaned towards free trade. The Drys 
‘felt they must mention the tariff, so they said 
somethmg which means no more than the 
declaration of the Greeley platform that the 
question should be relegated to the Congres- 
sional districts. . 

The Drys want the State to “furnish all 
public text-books free of cost and want the 
laws for pensioning the soldiers of the Mexi- 
can War extended to those of the War of the 
Rebellion, thus addug to the amount of 
money paid out for pensions. This is to 
catch the soldier vote, The Legislature is 
called on to give municipal suffrage to women 
and to submit a constitutional amendment 
giving them the right to. vote for and hold any 
office, 

These are among the additions to the prim- 
itive, simple Prohibition creed, added to catch 
votes, just as the Democrats have taken up 
the income tax to catch Populist votes. It is 
the hope of the Drys that by indorsing all the 
fads and crankeries of the day they will 
strengthen themselves so that they will be 
able to get some of the offices. They are not 
satisfied with trying to injure the Republican 
party for the benefit of the Democrats. They 
want places for themselves. Seeing that they 
never can get them on the old-fashioned plat- 
form, they have adopted a new one, the lead- 
ing feature of which is cheap money. 


COXEY’S GREENBACK DREAM. 

„Gen.“ Coxey, in his letter to the St. Louis 
Republic, says he believes in the demonetiza- 
tion of both gold and silver, and in the green- 

back theory. He writes: The issue of 500 
millions of new money will bring the country 
back to prosperity and keep it there for two 
years.“ But he fails to tell what conditions 
would follow the short-lived period of infla- 
tion due to the issue of the fat money he 
advocates, If he had read the history of fiat 
money in several countries, beginning with 
France about a century ago and ending with 
Argentina, he would be able to form a pretty 
corréct idea of the kina of “ prosperity that 
must follow the issue of half a billion of 
“dollars” in paper knowing no redeemer 
which is demanded by him.

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UNION PACIFIC INDEBTEDNESS, 

The proposed reorganization for the Union 
Pacific was discussed a few days ago at a ses- 
| sion of the House Committee on Pacific Rail- 
roads. The representative of parties in Hol- 
land who hold large amounts of the securi- 
ties objected to the proposition in the bill of 
the Attorney-Ueneral concerning the lien pro- 
posed to be given to the government in the 
reorganization statement. He said he 
thought the branch lines ought to be left out 
of such lien, Several other gentlemen are 
reported to have intimated a belief that the 
extending of the government lien over the 
entire system of the Union Pacific would 
prove a serious obstacle to the carrying out of 
the plan of reprganization. 

It is hard to understand why this should 
be so. The press reports of the Attorney- 
General’s bill do not state what kind of a 
lien it propoges for the branch lines, ignor- 
ing that point entirely. But it is fair to sup- 
pose that his bill provides only for a second 
or third lien on them, as they already are 
mortgaged for all they are worth. As those 
branch roads were built out of earnings by 
the main ling which were diverted | from the 
| United States, and, from, the of 
bonds. Mr. Boissevain, as representing Hol- 
landers who hold some of the securities, has 
no right to object to giving a lien to the 
government as some small security for the 
payment of part of what was improperly 
diverted from its Treasury. 

One feature of the Attorney-General's 
proposition is open ta grave objection. It 
provides that the Union Pacific company only 
will be required to pay 2 per cent interest to 
the government. But the government hardly 
will be able t6 renew its @econd mortgage 
bonds, now néarly due, ut less than 3 per 
cent. Under this arrangement the govern- 
ment would have to pay one-third of the in- 
terest each year on an indebtedaess about 
which there need not have been any trouble 
but for the wholesale misappropriation of 
funds whereby a few men got enormously rich 
at the expense of the public. Is that fair? 
Will it strike the people as equitable to accept 
less than 3 per cent, even if the exacting of 
that rate should interfere with the making of 
dividends to the stockholders? Is it right 
that the government should be mulcted of 1 
per cent per year on the debt in order that 
dividends shall be paid on stock that never 
was paid for éxcept the 2 per cent that was 
subscribed for organization purposes? 

‘The plan for reorganization, as prepared by 
Attorney-General Olney, is far more likely to 
be objectionable to the public than to the 
holders of the securities. It is reported that 
default has been made on the May coupons of 
the Kansas Pacifie’s first consols, of which 
there are $11,725,000, the receivers saying 
there ig no money available to pay them, and 
that the default is permanent. If this line, which 
is part of the Union Pacific system, cannot 
pay the interest on its first mortgage prefer- 
ence bonds, which rank ahead of the United 
States second lien bonds, what is the use 
of haggling about the terms of a reor- 
ganization under which the government 
would have to stand all the responsibility 
and get little or none of the proceeds? 
And if, as there is reason to believe, the 
other members of the system are ia a sim- 
ilarly low way, having been milked past the 
paying point by the suckers, what is to be 
gained by further temporizing with the 
system of which they area part? Would it 
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measures than seem to be proposed by the 
Attorney-General, who is a friend of the 
trusts and apologist for their methods?

THE MAKE-UP or Two 8 [INDUSTRIAL

The ident of the 1 at Des 
Moines has taken a census of Kelly's army. 
Prof. rs of the Chicago University has 
me data concerning the men who 

this city under Randall to walk to 

Washington. There is so much similarity in 
the results of the investigations made by these 
two cengus-takers, working independently, 
that their general aceuracy cannot be ques- 
tioned. | 

Out of 768 men in Kelly's “‘ army 449 were 
American-born and 314 foreign-born. Of the 
latter 58 were from Germany, 30 from En- 
gland, 28 from Ireland, and 12 from Scot- 
land. Politically 218 were Republicans, 196 
Democrats, and 240 Populists, while nearly 
100 were undecided or indifferent. The large 
percentage of Populists is due of course to 
the fact that the army” was entirely re- 
cruited west ot the Missouri. 

Of 758 men 662 were single, 91 married, 
and 5 widowers. Among 425 men represent- 
atives of 83 trades were found. As might be 
expected, there were a number of miners—53 
in all, Railroad men, iron and steel workers, 
men from all the building trades, shoemakers, 
bakers, butchets, clerks, and stenographers 
were fo by the investigator. The average 
age of the men was about 31, their average 
wages $2.05 per day, and the average time 
since last employed six months. 

The Chicago statistics show that of 262 
men 181 were ski:led mechanics, 74 common 
laborers, and 7 small traders. and artisans 
who had failed in business because of the 
hard times, Of these skilled mechanics 70 
were union men. This is a significant fact, 
for last December, when the City Hall corri- 
dors were filled at night by men who could 
find no shelter elsewhere. very few union 
men were to be found there. Those who 
were in need were cared for by the unions. 
There hag been an evident change since then. 
The destitution which reached the non- union 
men first bas finally reached the others. 
Seventy trades were represented by the union 
and non-union skilled workingmen. There 
were of machinists ten, of bakers, carpen- 
ters, cooks, and miners eight each, of fire- 
men and molders seven each, and of book- 
keepers, clerks, agents, and salesmen six each. 

Out of 115 men only two never had been 
to school, while eighty-seven had had a com- 
mon school education and twenty-six had at- 
tended high schools, colleges, and universi- 
ties. Eighty per cent of the men were single, 
Of 198 who were asked about their politics 
88 were Democrats, 39 Republicans, only 
10 were Populists, and the remainder did 
not vote for different reasons. Fourteen per 
cent were not naturalized. The wages which 
the men had been receiving varied from 
$1.50 a day for unskilled labor to 52.50 
for union labor. Of 290 men one-half were 
born in this country. Of the foreign born 
the English, Scotch, and Irish were in the 
majority. 

Thus it appears that the Kelly and the Ran- 
dall men used to work and get good wages. 


| Now there is nothing for them to do. It ap- 
| Pedrs.also that most of them voted either di- 


rectly or indirectly for Cleveland and free 
trade, for those who voted for Weaver were 
auxiliary Democrats, endeavoring to take 
from Hartison States which he would have 
carried but for them.

And yet with these facts before 
them the Democrats in Congress are going on 
with their destructive work and are on the eve 
of passing a law which will condemn to eter- 
nal idleness the members of these industrial

A Loc AL paper says that if the Supreme

Onp of the possibilities threatened by the defi- 
ant Democrats i is that there will be no members 
of the Legislature elected in November.

Shoald the Supreme Court afterward decide the 
law pt 1893 invalid it would thus leave the 
Stats without any apportionment law, and no 
election of members of the Legislature could be 
held in November. 

There will be an election in November, no 
matter what the Democrats in the Legislature 
may do. If the General Assembly should 
meet this month or next and pass a law re- 
pealing the apportionments of 1882 and 1872 
and should take that action before the Su- 
preme Court had passed on the constitution- 
ality ot the present law, and tne cgurt should 
decide against that law, it would say at the 
same time that the repealing law was invalid 
also unless the Legislature met and made a 
proper apportionment. If the Legislature 
should repeal the old apportionment after the 
Supreme Court nad declared the present law 
invalid without making a new apportion- 
ment, the repealing law would not be worth a 
copper until a new apportionment had been 
made. An old apportionment must stand till 
a new one has been enacted, It is not in the 
power of the Legislature to deprive the voters 
of Illinois of the right to vote for members of 
the General Assembly this fall.

Tite new Paris municipal loan was a mag- 
nificent success or a stupendous blunder, or 
both; It is for 200 million francs, equal to 
about 40 million dollars, issued in bonds of 
400 francs at a fixed price of 340 francs, or 
85 per cent of the face value. The bonds 
bear interest at the rate of 214 per cent, and 
are amortissable, by quarterly drawings, in 
seventy-five years from the beginning of 
1898. The iottery plan is introduced by at- 
taching prizes to the first thirty-three bonds 
drawn in these tirages, the annual value of 
the prizes being $160,000. There was a 
heavy rush to subscribe for the bonds. 
Long lines of persons formed outside each 
of the offices which were open for applica- 
tions, roughs sold their places in the 
processions, and workingwomen drove 
in cabs from one office to another, hoping to 
find a place where they eould put their names 

n the list. It is said that fully three-fourths 
of the would-be subscribers were turned 
away, and yet the loan was subscribed for 
34% times over. Financial institutions sub- 
scribed for some 70 times as much as was al- 
lotted to them, and private individuals 13 
times their share. Evidently, therefore, the 
municipal authorities made a grave mistake 
in offering the bonds at such a low figure, as 
they might have realized very much more 
than 85 per cent for them. They are reported 
to be jubilant’ over the success of the loan, 
but may look at the matter in another light if 
called to account for having needlessly loaded 
down) the taxpayers with indebtedness, see- 
ing the amount realized could have been ob- 
tained on much more favorable terms.

MUSIC AND DRAMA. 


Interest in affairs of the drama, which at 
this season of the year is likely to reach its low 
ebb, since it is the time for closing old accounts 
rather than opening new ones, has been quite 
effectually revived by the long and earnest dis- 
cussions growing out of the Rosenfeld produc- 
tion of Gerhardt Hauptmann’s poetic vision 
play Hannele in New York last week. The 
artificial stimulation of the interest which has 
prompted the discussion is evidently due almost 
entirely to the opposition of Elbri 
the self-constituted censor of the drama in New 
York, who fancied that he saw in the work of the 
German dramatist qualities that te blasphe- 
mous and impious and likely t prove unheal thy 
to the morals of playgoers and their reverence 
for sacred things. The play was produced in 
spite of his opposition and the public is now 
judging for itself. 

A brief telegraphic report of “ Hannele * ap- 
pedred in Taz Triste at the time of its produ- 
tion, but no attempt was made to discuss the 
ethics of the work. Since that time the local 
papers have taken up the discussfbn, although 
second-hand analysis is necessarily unsatis- 
factory, owing to the lack of knowledge of the 
play as it is now being given in its adapted form 
in New York. Its author, Gerhardt Hauptmann, 
belongs to the modern German advanced realistic 
school of which Ibsen and Sudermann are “ 
recognized champions. He has evidently m 
an effort to combine realism with rhapsody, — 
the critics and public are now endeavoring to de- 
cide whether his efforts hdve proved successful 
or futile. The play is really a succession of 
tableaux representing the visions af a wretched 
little girl, reared in poverty and squalor, who, in 
delirium, sees heaven with its angels and the 
various attributes that imagination accorded 
to the lifetocome.

CROKER FEELS THE END IS NEAR, 


Prepares to Divide Responsibility Before 
Tammany Hall Is Crushed, 

New York. May 7.—[Srecial.)—Richara 
Croker, director of Tammany Hall, talked 
again today in hig own behalf. He wanted to 
deny a report that he was going 
to resign the leadership of Tammany 
Hall. At the same time he wished to 
let the Tammany committees know that they 
must settle down to work at once and not de- 
pend upon him alone to conduct the coming 
campaign. The fact is, Croker is in 
a pitiable frame of mind on account 
of the dark outlook for Tammany 
Hall next fall. Since his return from 
his trip South and West he has been working at 
Tammany Hall eight or ten hours a day, and 
has not received the assistance and encourage- 
ment he expected. It is not improbable, it iy 
said by Croker’s friends, that he would throw 
up the leadership of Tammany today if he 
did not believe that such action would cause 
the breaking up of the Tammany organiza: 
ing atatime when a battle is approaching, 
Mr. Croker began his talk by saymg: ' 

Jam not going to resign, but 1 do not. in: 
tend to attend to the active work of organiza: 
tion any longer. I cannot give that attention 
to details in the future that I have given 
in the past. The details of organiza, 
tion must hereafter be, attended to by 
some one eise. The Executive commit? 
tee must appoint one or more subcommittees 
to do the work which I have been doing. 
have given this organization my time and at- 
tention for the last thirty years and I needa 
rest. My physician says that I cannot afford, 
for the sake of my health. to consign myself 
indoors. I do not wish to shirk the duties 
and responsibilities of leadership. I will 
give the organization what assistance I can 
render. Iam with Tammany from the start 
to the finish and with the Democratic party, 
One reason Why I have said nothing in the 
line of suggestion is that the good people of 
this town would have another occasion to say 
that Tammany was controlled by Croker.“ 

It has been known for some time that Mr. 
Croker was tired of his daily trip to Tammany 
Hall and that he wanted to give more atten- 
tion to his horses and his business interests, 
but it was not expected that he would make 
open complaint against Tammany’s com- 
mittees for not helpinghim in his work. Mr, 
Croker has never before objected to looking 
after the details of the work at Tammany 
Hall. In fact he has exercised absolute sway 
there and has not permitted the Tammany 
Executive committee or anybody else to in. 
terfere.

“ INVESTIGATING OVERTIME CHARGES. 


Chicago Letter-Carriérs Want $450,000 for 
Extra Hours of Work. 

W. W. Hill, Assistant Superintendent of the 
Free Delivery System of the United States, 
arrived in the city yesterday to investigate 
the claims for overtime. filed. -by the letter- 
carriers of Chicago in the Court of Claims at 
Washington. He is accompanied by W. A. 
Sullivan of the Postoffice Department, who 
acts as his assistant. This morning they will 
begin their work in Room 68 of the Govern- 
ment Building and it will probably require a 
month or more. 

Many of the carriers hate been compelled 
to work more than eight hours in order to 
make the number of trips assigned to them, 
and the Court of Claims has decided that they 
are entitled to compensation for all the time 
they have put in over the legal limit since the 
cig tshour law was passed. The total amount 
of Chicago claims is about $450,000. 
Many. of the claims we cut down, and we 
recommend what we think is just. The 
carrier making. the claim appears in person 
and produces evidence in support of it. In 
some cases carriers have received as much as 
$1,200 or $1,500, but the great majority of 
them receive much less. 

It was to stop this overtime business that 
the Postoffice Commission less than two 
weeks ago laid down strict rules and ordered 
that every carrier route in Chicago be so re- 
arranged that the carriers work not more 
than eight hours.
